A A heaute lumpe and clotcred clod of ſeeds together dꝛiuen

No ſunne as pet with lightſome beames the ſhapeleſſe woꝛld did view, 
Na moone in growing did repatre her hoꝛnes with bozrowed light, 
Noz pet the carth amids the aire did hang by wondꝛous ſlight 
Juſt pepſed by her pzoper wight.

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The fruitfull earth as yet was free, vntoucht of (pave oz plough, 
And yet it peelded ok it ſelfe of euery thing pnough. 
And men themſelues contented well wpth playne and ſimple foode, 
That on the carch by nat — gift without their trauell ſtoode, 
Did liue by teſpis heps, and haws, by coznels,plummes and cherries, 
By lloes and apples, nuts, and peares, and lothſome bzamble berries, 
And by the ak oꝛnes dzopt on ground from 1oues bꝛoad tree in feeld.

The raine bow lunos meflenger bedeckt in ſundzie hue, 

To maintaine moiſture in the tloudes, great waters thither dzue: 
The cozne was beaten downe to ground, the til mans hope of gaine, 
Fo} which he toyled all che prare, lay dzowned in the raine. 

Ioues indgnatian.and his math began to grow ſo whot, 

That foꝛ to quench the rage thereok, his heauen ſuffized noe 

His bꝛother Neptune with his waues was faine to do him eaſe, 

CUho ſtraight aſſembling all the ſtreames that fall into the ſeas, 
Said to them Tanving in his houſe : ſirs get you home apaſe, 

Dou mutt not looke to haue me vſe long pꝛeaching in this caſe.) 
Poure out pour fozce {foz fo is neede) pour heads eche one vnpend, 
And from pour open ſpʒings, pour ſtreames with flowing waters ſend, 
He had no ſooner ſapd the wopd, but that returning backe, 

Cche one of them vnloold his ſyʒing, and let the water flacke, 

And to the ſea with flowing ſtreames pſwolne aboue their bankes, 
One rolling in anothers necke, they ruſhed ſooꝛth by rankes. 
Himſelfe with his thzee- tined mace, did lend the earth a blow, 

That mane it ſhake and open waies foz waters foo2th to flow. 

The ſlouds at randon where they lit though all the fielos did rap, 

Men, beaſtcs,trees,cozne,anv with their gods, were churches waſht away, 
It any houſe were built ſo ſtrong, againſt their fozce to Conv, 

Det did the water hide the top, and turrets in that pond

Thot feared God ſo much as ſhe,no2 led ſo good a life 
Then loue beheld how all the wozld ſtosde like a plaſhofraine, 
And of lo many thouſand men and women did remaine 

But one cf each, howbeir thoſe both tuft and beth deugut, 

De brake the clouds, and did commaund that Boreas with his ſtout 

And Hurdie blaſts ſhould chaſe the floud, that earth might ſee the ſkie, 

And beatun the earth: the ſeas alſo began ummedta

And of the arc the deadly dint vpor his fo2e-head feeles. 
Dowbeit after ſweete perfumes beſfowd vpon her coſe, 
And much embꝛaciug, hauing ſoze bewaild her wzong diuozſe, 
He followed to the place aſſignde her bodie foꝛ to burne, 
There coulo he nat abide to ſee his ſeed to aſhes curne, 
But tooke the babie from get wambe, and from the firte flame, 
And vnto double Chyrons den conueped ſtrait the ſame. 
The rauen hoping fo2 his truth co be rewarded well, 
He makech blacke, fozbidding him wyth whiter birds to dwell, 
Then Centaure Chyron in the while was glad of Phoebus boy, 

And as the burthen bꝛought ſome care, the honoz bzoughe him toy, 
Upon a time wich golden lockes about her ſhoulders ſpꝛed, 
A daughter of the Centaures (whome a certaine nymph had bꝛed, 
About the bzooke Caycus banks) that hight Ocyroce | 
Came thither. This ſame faire pong nymph could not contented be 
Tolearne the craft ofſurgerie as perfect as her fire, | 
But that to learne the ſecret doomes of fate ſhe mnf aſpire, 
And therefoze when the furious rage of frenzie had her cought, 
And that the ſpꝛite of pzopheſie inflamed had her thought, 
She lookt vpon the childe and laid: Sweet babe the gods thee make 
A man, fo all the wozld (Hall fare the better fo? thy fake. 
All ſoꝛes and ſickneſſe ſhalt thou ture: thy powʒe ſhall eke be ſich, 
To make the dead aliue againe. Foz doing of the which 
Agaiuſt the pleaſure ofthe gods, the grandſire ſhall thee ſtrike 
Do wpth his fire, that neuer moze thou (alt perfozme the like, 
And of a god a bloudleſſe coꝛſe, and of a coꝛſe (full Trange) 
Thou ſhalt become a god againe, and twice thy natures change. 
And thou mp father liefe and deare,who now by deffinie, 
Art bozne to line fox enermoze and neuer fo to die, 
Shalt ſuffer ſuch outragiouspaine ene members all, 
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Bp wounding of a benimd dart that on my foot ſhall fall, 
— hot okt thou ſhalt veſire to die, and in the latter end 
The katall bames ſhall bꝛeake thy thꝛeede and thy deſire chee ſend. 
Thete was yet moze behind to tell, when luddenly ſhe fet 
A (oze decpe ſigh, and dowue her cheekes the teares did crickle wet. 
Mine owne miſtoztune (quoth ſhe) now hath ouertane me ſure, ) 
J cannot v{tcr ante moze, toz Wo2ds were cut of ve, 8 
My cunning was not woꝛth io much as that it Hould pꝛocure 
The wꝛath of God. J fee le by pꝛoofe farre better had it veene: 
If that the chance cf things to come J neuer bad fozeſcene. 
Fo now mp natiue ſhape wyth dꝛawes. Me thinkes J haue deligbt 
To keed on graſſe v2 fling in fields: J feelt mp ſelfe ſo light. 
T an! tranſfozmed to a mare like other of my kinne, 
But wherefoze ſhould this bzutiſh Hape all duer wholp winne? 
Conſidering that although both hozle and man mp father bee: —

The latter end of this tomplaint was fumbled in ſuch wile,

The Centaute Chyron wept hereat: and piteouſly diſinaid, |

And though it had, pet in thy ſtate as then thou did not reſt. 
In Elis did thou then abide, and in Meſſene land.

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Among the woods. This pꝛetie ſlight no earthiy crexenre ſpide. 
Saue one olde churle that Battus hight.This Battus had the charges 
Of wealthie Neleus feeding grounds, and ell his paſlures large, 
And keepe a race of goodly mares , Ok him he was afraid, = | 
And leaſt by him his pꝛiuie theft ſhould chance to be bew2aib, 
De toake a bʒibe to ſtop his mouth, and thus vnto him ſaid; 8 
My friend, J pꝛap thee if perchance that anp man enquire 
This cattell,ſap thou ſaw them not: and take thou fox thy hire 
This faire pong bullot ke: tother tooke the bullocke at his hand, 
And ſhewing him a certaine ſtone that lap vpon the land, | 
Satd:Go thy wap: as ſoone this ſfone thy doings ſhall bew)ay, 
As J thall do. So Mercurie vid ſeeme to go his wap, 
Anone he comes me backe againe, and altered both in ſpeech 
And out ward ſha pe, ſais Ceuntriman Ich hartilp bezeech, 
And if ihau ʒaweſt any kie come rolling thꝛough this ground, 
Oz dꝛiuen away, tell what he was and where he map be vound, 
And Achill gither voz thy paine an hecfar an her match. 
The carle perceiuing double gaine, and greedie fo to catch, 
Said: Under ponſame hill they were, and vnder ponſame hill 
Cham ʒure thep are. and wyth bis hand he pointed there vntill. 
Ac that Mercurius laughing ſaid : Falſe knaue, and dooſt bewꝛap

And into touchſtone by and by he turnd his double hare, 
In which the ſlander pet remaines wythout the ſrones de ſart. 

The bearer of the charmed rod the ſuttle Mercurie 

(This done) aroſe wpth wauing wings, and from that place did flie, 
And as he houered in the aire, he viewdthe fields below 
Df Atticke, and the towne it ſelle wyth all the trees that grow 8 
In Lycey, where the learned clarks did wholeſome pꝛecepts ſhow. 
By chance the very ſelke · lame dap, the virgins of the towne, 
Df old and ancient tuſfome bare in baſkets on their crowne, 
Beſet wyth garlands ſreſh and gay, and ſfrewd with flowers ſweet, 
To Pallas towe ſuch ſacrifice as was of cuſfome meete. 
The winged god beholding them returning in a troope, 
Continued not directly fooꝛth, but gan me downe to ſtoope, 
And fetcht a windleſſe reund about. And as the hungrie kite, 
Beholding vnto ſacrifice a bulloc ke teadie dite, 6 gf 
Doth ſoare about his wiſhedpzcy deſirgus for to ſnatch, * 
But that he dareth not fox ſuch as (land about and match: 
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So Mercuric witch nimble wings doth keepe a lower gate 
About Mineruas loltie towzes in round and whecling rare. 
As far as doth the mozning ſtarre in cleate and ureaming light 
Ercell all other ſtarres in heauen: as far allo as bzight 
Dame Phoebe dimmes the mozning ſtar ſo far did Herſes face | 
Staine all the ladies of hir troope: ſhe was the very grate 
And beautie of that ſolemne pompt, and all that traine ſo faire. 
Toues ſonne was tauiſht wyththe ſight, aud hanging in the atre 
Begunne to {welt wythin himſelle, in caſe as when the poulder 
Hach dziuen the pellet from the gunne, the pellet ginnes to lmoulder, 
And in his flying were moze hot. In ſmoking bzeaſt he ſhzowdes 
His flames not bꝛought from heauen aboue , but caught beneath the clowds,

Aglauros caſt on Mercuric hir ſcoznetull eies aſide, 
7Uith which againſt Mineruas will hir ſecrets late ſhee ſpide, 
Demandiug him in recompence a mighey malle ok gold: 120 
And would not let tg enter in vnt ill the ſame were tolde. him/ | 
The warlike goddeſſe caſt on hir a lerne and cruell looke, 
And fetched ſuch a cutting ſigh that foꝛciblie it ſhocke 
Both bꝛeſt and bzet-plate, where wit hall it came vnto hir thought, 
How falle Aglauros late ago againſt hit will had wiought 
In looking on the lemman child (contrary to hir oth) 
The which ſhe tooke hir in the cheſt: fox which he ward woth. 
Againe ſhe ſaw hir canckred heart malictoully repine I 
Againſt hit ſiſter and the god. And furthermoze in fine 5 
How that the gold which Mercurie had giuen hir foz hir meed, 
Tlould make bir both in wealth and pꝛide all other to erceed. 
She goes me ſtraight to enuies houſe,a faule and irkeſome caue, 
Repleat with blacke and lothly filth and ffincking like a graut. 
It ſtandethun a hollow dale where neither light of ſunne, 
Noz blaſt of any wind oz aire map fo the deepeneſſe come. 
A dꝛierie (ad and dolefall den aye full of ſlothfull cold, 
As which ay dimd with ſmouldꝛing \moke doth neuer fire behold. 
When Pallas that lame manly maid appzoched neere this plot, 
She ſtaid wichout,fo2 to the houſe in enter might ſhe not, 
And with hir iaueling point did giue a puſh againſt the dooze, 
The doo2e flue open by and by, and fell me inthe flooze. 
Thereiſaw ſhe enuie ſic within faſt gnawing on the fleſhe

Bekoge hir eies and franticke loue did flie away viſmaio. 

She went me to an altar that mis dedicate of old 

To Pericys daughter Hecate (of whome the witches hold 
As of their goddeſle ) ſtanding tn a thicke and ſecret wood 
Da tloſe it could not well be ſpide: andnow che raging mood 
Df furious loue that was alaid and t leere ly put to flight:

Nert mozne had chaſte the ſtreaming ſtars: and folke by beaps did flocke 
To Marlis ſacred field,and there ſtood thzonging in a ſhoche, 
To lee the ſtrange pal unes. The king moſt ſtately to behold, 
Aich puozie mace aboue them all did ſic in thzone of gold.

TAhich from the fields of Theſſalie ſhe late Had gathered thither.

But what auatled telling then che quoathd, and with hir blond, 
ir little ſtrength did fade. Howbeet as long as that the coud 
Dee aught, che fared in mp kace, and gaſping ſtill on mer. 
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Cuenin my mouth ſhe bzeathed fo2th hir wietched ghoſt.But ee 
Did ſeeme with better cheere to die,fo2 that hir conſcience was 
Diſcharged quite and cleere of doubts. Now in concluſion as 
Duke Cephal weeping told this tale to Phocus and the reſf, 
(hole eies were alſo moiſt with teares to heare the piteous ieſk, 
Behold king Eacus and with him his eldeſt ſonnes both twaine 
Did enter in, and after them there followed in a traine 
Dt well appointed men of war new lemed: which the king 
Deltuered vnto Cephalus to Athens towne to bzing, 
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Fin ſeptimi libri. 
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i þ He dap farnow beginning to diſcloſe the moꝛming bꝛighe, 
And foz to cleanſe the dzoupte ſ kie from darkeneſle of the night, 
The eaſterne wind went downe,and flakes of foggre clouds gan ſhow, 

and from the ſouth amerrie gale on Cephals ſailes did blow, 

The which div hold ſo freſh and large, that he and all his men 

Befoze that he was looked foz arriued ſafe agen 

Jn wiſhed hauen. Jn that while king Minos with his fleete 
Did waſte th e coaſt of Megara. And firſt he thought if meete 
To make a triall ot᷑ the fozce and courage of his men 

Agaiuſt che towne Alcathoe where Niſus ratgned then. 
among whoſe honozable haire that was of colour gray, 

One ſcarlet haire did growe vpon his crowne,whereon the fap 

Ok all his kingvome did depend, Six times did Phcebe fill 

hir hoznes with bozrowed light, and pet the war hoong wauering fill 


In fickle foztunes doubtful ſcales; and long with fleeting wings 
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Betweene them both flew victoy ie. A turret of the kings 
, A tood hat d joined to the wall, which being tout bed rings. 
Fo Vhrbus (ſo men ſap) did lay bis golden viall there, 
And la the ſtones the ſound thereof did euer after brare. 
King Niſus daughter oftentimes reſo2ted to this wall, 
And ſtrake it with a little Gone to raiſe the ſound withall 
In time of peace: and in the war ſhe many a time and oft 
Beheld the lurdy Cozmes of Mars from that ſame place left. 
And by continuance of the ſiege the captaines names ſhe knew, 
Their armes, hoꝛſe armoꝛ, and ar ay in euery band and crew. 
But lpecially aboue the reſt (ſhe noted Minos face, 
She knew inough,and moze than was inough as food the caſe, 
Foz were it that he hid his head in helme with fethered creſt, 
To hir opinion in his helme he ſtained all the ref. 
Oz were it that he tooke in hand of ſteele his target bzight. 
She thought in weeloing ol bis ſhield he was a comelie knight. 
Oz were it that he raiſd bis arme co thꝛow the percing dart, 
The ladie did commend his foꝛce and manhood toind with art. 
Oz dꝛew he with his arrow nockt his bended bowe in hand, 
She [ware that ſq in all reſpects was Phœbus wont to ſtand. 
c But when he ſhewd his viſage bare wich helme laid aſide, 
And on a milke white ſteede bꝛaue trapt, in purple robe did ride, 
She ſcarce was miſtreſſe of hir ſelfe,hir wits were almoſt ſtraught. 
A happy dart ſhe thought it was that he in fingers caught, 8 
And happte called ſhe thoſe reines that he in hand had taught. 
And ik che might haue had hir will, ſbe could haue found in hart, 
Among the enim̃ies to baue gone: ſhe could haue found in hart, 
From downe the higheſt curret there hir body to haue thzowne, 
Among the thickeſt ok the tents of Gnoſſus to haue flowne : 
Oz fox to ope the bꝛaʒen gates and let the enmie in, 
Oz whatſocuer elſe ſhe thought might Minos fauoz win. 
And as ſhe ſace beholding fill the king of Candies tent, 
Dhe laid: I doubt me whether that J racher map lament, 
©} of this wolull war be glad. It grecues me at the hart 
That thou O Minos vntome thy louer enmp art. 
But had not this ſame warfare beene, I neuer had him knowne, 
Het might he leaue this cruell Gar, and take me as his owne, - - 
A wile, à fcere, a pledge fo2 peace he might receiue of mee. 
O flowze of beautie, O thou p2zince moſt peercleſle ; if that ſhee 
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That bare thee in hir wombe were like in beautie vntothee, 

4 right good cauſe had Joue on hir enamoꝛed fot to bee, 

Oh happy were J if with wings J thzough the aire might glide, 
And ſafely to king Minos tent from this ſame turret ſlide, 

Then would J veter who J am, and how the ſtrie flame

It were yet better he ſhould ſpeed by gentle meanes,withouc

O Minos leaſt ſomeſouldioz wound thee per he be aware. 4 
Foz who is he in all the wozldchat hath ſo hard a hart,

J like well this deuiſe, and on this purpoſe will J any, 

To peeld mp ſelfe endowed wpth this city to the hand 

Ok Minos: and in voing ſo to bzing this war to end, 

But ſmallp it auaileth me the matter to intend,

Some other ſeein in hir hart ſuch flames of Cupids ire,

What thing ſoeuer of hir l:ue the furtherance might annop,

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And why ſhould any woman haue a bolder hart than J* 
Though fire and (wozd J voldly durſt aduenture fo2 co flie, 
And pet in this behalfe at all there needes no ſwoꝛd no? fire, 
There needeth but my fathers haire accompliſh mp veſire, 
That purple haire of this rome moꝛe pzetious were than gold:

This laid, ze like a righteous iudge among his vanquiſht foes | 
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Det oꝛder vnder paine ol death. Thich done, he willcd thoſe 
Chat ſerued him to go abooꝛd and anchoꝛs vp to wep. 
Ihen Scylla ſaw the candian fleete aflote to go awaie, 
And that the captatne yecided not ſo good reward as thee 
Had fo2 hir lewdneſſe looked fo2, And when in fin? ſhe lee 
That no entreatance could pzeuaile: then burfiting out in ire 
With (tretched hands and ſcattred haire, as furious as the fire 
She ſhzaming cried vuc alowd : and whether dooſt thou flie, 
Retecting me the one ly meanes that thou haſt conquerd by: 
O cankred churle pzeferd befoze my natiue (orlg.p2efery 
Betoze my father, whither fliſte O carle of heart moſt hard? 
Choſe conquelt as it is my ſinne,ſo doth it well deſerne 
Reward of thee,fo2 that my fault ſo well thy turne did ſerue, 
Doth neither thee the gift J gaue, noz pet mp faichfull loue, - 
Noz pet that all the hope on thee alonly reſted, moue* 
Foz whyther ſhall J now reſozt foꝛſaken thus of thee: 
To Megara the w2etched ſoile of mp natiuitie: 
Be hold it liech vanquiſhed and troden vnder foote. 
But put the caſe it flowziſhe fill : yet could it nothing boote. 
J baue fozecloſd it to my ſelfe thzough treaſsn, when J gaue

Upon the king of Candies keele in (ſpite of him the claue, 
Tclhome when hir father ſpide {fox now he houered in the aire, 

and being made a hobbihawkr, did ſoare bet weene a paire 

Of nimble wings of iron maile) he ſouled downe amaine

Vith bowing beake. But ſhe fo2 feare did let the caricke go:

No heede at all fo2 egerneſſe, a maple roote did meete,

Aud while his bzorher Peleus tt leeued him. the maid 

Ok Tegea tooke an arrow ſwiktt, ans ſhot it from hir bow, 

The arrow lighting vnderneath the hauers care below, 

And ſomewhat razing of the ſ kin, did make the bloud to how, 
The maid herſelfe no gladder was to ſee that luckie blow, 
Than was the pꝛince Meleager. He was the firſt that ſaw, 
And firſt that ſhewed to his mates the blcud that ſhe did dzaw, 
Ind ſaid: Foꝛ this thy valiant act due honour ſhalt thon haue. 
The men did bluſh, and cheering vp ech other, courage gaue 
TUith outing, and diſoꝛderly their darts by heapes they thzew, 
The number of them hindꝛed them, not ſuffring to enſew 

That anie lighted on rhe marke at which they all did ame, 
Behold, enragd againſt his end. the hardie knight that came 
From Archadie, ruſht raſhly with a pollax in his fiſt, 

And ſaid; Come ponglings, learne ol me what difference is bet will 
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A wenches weapons, and a mans: and all of you giue place 

Co mpredoubted foꝛce. F oz though Diana in this chaſe | 

Should with hir owne ſheeld him defend, pet ſhould this hand of mine, 

Euen maugre dame Dianas hart, confound this ozped ſwine, 

Such boaſting woꝛds as theſe, thꝛough pꝛide pzeſumptuouſly he crakes: 

And ſtraining out himſelfe vpon his tiptoes, ſtrait he takes 

His pollat vp with both his hands. But as this bagger ment 

To fetch his blow. the cruell beaſt his malice did pꝛeuent: 

And in his cods (the ſpeeding place of death) his tuſhes puts, 

And rippeth vp his pauch. Downe falles Anczus, and his guts 

Come tumbling out beſmeard with bloud, and ſoiled all the plot. 

Pirithous Ixions ſon at that abaſhed not : 

But ſhaking in his valtant hand his hunting Taffe vid go,

She laid: Ye triple godꝛdeſſes of wzeake, ye helhounds thyee, 
Behold pe all this furious fact and ſacrifice of mee: 

I wzeake,and doe againſt all right: with death muff death be pad, 
On miſchiele miſchtefe muſk be heapt,on cozſe muſt cozſe be laid: 
Confounded let this wicked houſe with headed ſozrowes bee, 
Shall Oenie tote his happie ſonne in honoz foz to ſee, 1 
And Theſtie moozne bereft ot his: Nate: better pet it were, 11. 
That each with other compante in moozning you ſhould beare, 1

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And that the pzince of Narix by his rauiſhing the maid 
In Pallas temple on vs all the penance had diſplaid 
Thich he himſelfe deſeru'd alone: Then ſcattered heere and there 
And harried oucr all the ſeas, we Greekes were faine to veare 

Night, thunder tempeſt, wzath ol heauen and (ea, and laſt of all 

Soze ſbipwꝛecke at mount Capharey to mand our harmes withall. 
And leaſt that I doo make to long a pꝛoceſſe pee might deeme 

Ju letting foozth our heauie haps,the Greekes might that time ſeeme 
Right rewfull euen to Priamus. Dowbeit Minerua ſhee 

That weareth armour tooke me from the waues and ſaued mee, 

But from my fathers realme againe by violence J was d21nen, 

Foz Venus bearing fill in mind the wound J had hir giuen 

Long time befoze, did wozke reuenge. By meanes whereof ſuch toile 
Did toſſe me on the lea, and on the land J found ſuch bꝛoile 

Vp warres, that in my heart J thought them bleſt of God whome erſt 
The violence of the raging lea and hideous winds had perlt. 

And whome the wꝛathfull Capharey by ſhipw1ack did confound,

TUhen wozſe milfoxtunes may be feard than haue beene felt vefoze,

His freends rebukt him foz his wozds. And as he did pzepaze 

To anlwere, both his voice and thzote by which his voice ſhould go, 
Were ſmall: his heare to feathers turnd: bis necke was clad as cho 
Vith feathers : ſa was bꝛeſt and backe. The greater feathers ſtacke 
Upon his armes: and into wings his elbowes bowed backe, 
The greateſt poztton of his feete was turned into toes, 
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A harvned bill of hozne did growe vpon his mouth and noſe, 

And ſharpned at the neather end. [1s fcllowes Licus, Ide, 
Lethenor, Nict, and Abas al food mondzing by his ſive, 

And as they wondzed, they rccciu'd the ſelfe-ſame ſhape and hew, 
And finallp the greater part of al my band vp flew, 

And clapping with their new-made wings, about the 02es did ir, 
And if ye do demand the ſhape of this ſame doub: full bird. 


Euen as they be not very ſwans, ſo dzaw they verpneere The Elke, 


The ſhape of cignets white, Aith much adoo J ſetled heere, 
And with a little remnant of mp people do obtatne 
The dꝛy grounds ot my father in law king Daunus who did raigne 
Tu Galabrie : thus much the ſon cf Oeme ſaid. Anon 
Sir Venulus returning from the king of Calydon, 
Foxſooke the coaff of Putcol and the fields of Meſſapie, 
In which he ſaw a darkſome denne foꝛegrowne with buſhes hie. 
And watred with a little ſpzing. The halfe-goat Pan that howze 
oſſeſſed it: but heretofoze it was the fairies bowze, 
A ſhepherd of Apulia from that country ſcard them furſf, 
But afterward recouering hart and hardines, they durſk 
Deſpiſe him when he chaced them, and with their nimble feet 
Continued on their dancing fil in time and meaſure meet. 
The ſhepherd found me fault wich them: and with his lowtlike leapes -< 
Did counterfet their minion dance, and rapped out by heapes | 
A rabble of vnſauozy taunts euen like a country cloine, 
To which moſt lewd and filthie terms ofpurpoſe he did loine. 
And after he had once begon, he could not hold his toong, 
Untill that in the timber ok a tree his thzote was cloongy 
Foz now he is a tree, and by his iuict diſcerne pe may

Was ſhed of blood. Behold king Jurne made burning bzonys to glive 
Uyan their ſyips, and they that had eſcaped water,ſfood 
In keare of fire, The flame had ſind ge the pitch, the wax, and wood, - 
And other things that nouriſh fire, and running vp the maſt 
Caught hold vpon the ſailes, and all che tackling gan to walk.

That theſe ſame ſhips were pinetrees erſt and ſhaken with the wind

The reines that ruled the Lions tame which dzew hir chariot, ſpee

Doo caſt this fire: foʒ by my ſelfe diſpointed it ſhall bee, 8 
J wull not let the waſting fire conſume theſe ſhips which are 

A parcell of my fozeſt Ide of which J am moll chare. | 

It thundzed as the goddeſſe ſpake, and with the thunder came 

A ſtoʒme of raine and lkipping haile, and ſudden with the lame 

The ſonucs of Altrey mecting fierce and fighting verie loze, 

Did trouble both the ſca and airc and ſet them on a rote.
